DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is made in response to applicant's amendment filed on 
4/22/2008. Claims 1-23 are currently pending in the application. An action follows 
below: 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention Is directed to a method of controlling power to a backlight 
for a liquid crystal display device to protect systems with multiple backlights In parallel. 
Independent claims 1,11 and 22 identify the uniquely distinct features " an AND 
operation section that receives currents that flow each of the lamps, so that the AND 
operation section provides the power supplying part with the feedback signal when one 
of the currents Is out of a predetermined ranee ". The closest prior art, Lin (USPN: 
6259615), Williams (USPN: 6127785), and Lin et al. (USPgPub: 2003/0001524) 
disclose methods of controlling and protecting parallel backlights for a display system, 
either singularly or In combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined 
limitations obvious.
